The British made steady progress 


again today, especially on the new

paume and astride the Somme. Ger- 
man resistance again was stubborn. 
Howevei, it is beginning to look as 
though the enemy is fighting rear 
guard actions with the hope of hold- 
ing up the British until he can move 
his matenal to the rear 


No fresh German divisions have 


been identified in the recent fight- 
ing. 


The strategy of the German high 


command now is to leave batteied 
divisions to fight rear guard actions,

through Austria or the Balkan pe- 
ninsula is that the ground includes 
some of the most rugged territory 
in the world. The Italians accomp- 
lished in the first two years of their 
war some marvellous feats of moun- 
tain fighting.

AN ARMY OF 5,000,000. 


There have been plenty of doubt- 


ers who a few months ago said the 
United States could not raise and 
supply the army of 3,000,000 men 
for which the government is now 
calling. 
In so far as they figured 


on a shortage 
of 
shipping, their 


gloomy 
forecasts 
will not be sus- 


tained. 
With 
the 
tremendous in- 


crease of our ship production, far 
exceeding |sinkings by submarines, 
w<- are going to have plenty of ships. 
It -will be no worse supplying the 
men than to take care of them by 
shipments by rail. 


During the civil war the men en- 


gaged on both sides numbered 3,- 
500.000. 
At that time the United 


States had less than a third the pop- 
ulation it now has, and about one 
twenty-fifth of the present wealth. 
We would have to put 12,000,000 
men into the field to equal what our 
fathers did. 


The machinery of civilization has 


of course grown more complex. In 
civil war times more men propor- 
tionately worked at farming and in 
small workshops. 
They 
probably 


felt freer to leave the call of the 
country. 
Those were simple times. 


People were accustomed to get along 
with fewer things, and could deny 
themselves with less effort. 


Today in spite of all our great 


army already called out, things run 
along with far less disturbance than 
would have been thought possible. 
Most of the factories are running.. 
Few people are idle. 
Little com- 


plaint is heard of poverty or suffer- 
ing. 
Our burdens may be trying, 


but they are not yet anything like 
what those who have gone before 
u« have borne. 


So let 
us not be satisfied with 


small results. It will be far cheaper 
to lives and money to put this war 
through 
to a 
prompt 
conclusion, 


than to let it drag on year after year. 


In the 
precipitous 


Alpine 
bights 
they 


could advance but about 20 miles. 
The Balkan peninsula is so cut up by 
mountains that 
an 
offensive force 


would have to advance up narrow 
valleys which could be defended by a 
relatively small force.

The rain put the Germans 
at a disadvantage, particularly those 
in crater holes with machine guns, 
as many of the holes were turned 
into puddles.

of British planes took the air and 
continued their systematic attacks 
upon the enemy troops. Tanks again 
distinguished themselves by over- 
whelming difficult points where the 
concentration of machine guns de- 
layed the advancing infantry.

HONEY IX PLACE OF SUGAR. 
.The simplest way of using honey is 


t6 serve it like jam or 'sirup with 
bread, breakfast cereals, boiled rice, 
pancakes, and other mild-flavored 
foods. As ordinarily used on bread, 
an ounce of honey "spreads" as many 
slices as an ounce of jam. 
When it 


is to be used in the place of sirup 
some people dilute it by mixing it 
with hot water, which has the effect 
of making it not only less sweet but 
also easier to pour. 


Honey or a mixture of honey and 


sugar sirup can be satisfactorily used 
for sweetening lemonade and other 
fruit drinks. 
Sirup of any kind is 


more convenient for thi s purpose 
than undissolved sugar, and when 
charged water is to be added it has 
a further advantage, since it has less 
tendency to expel the gas. 
It is the 


custom of many housewives to keep 
a sirup for this purpose, particularly 
in hot weather, and variety can be 
secured by occasionally using honey. 


The fact that honey consists prin- 


cipally of sugar and water and is 
slightly acid suggests that it is a suit- 
able substitute for molasses in cook- 
ery. As a matter of fact, it can be 
used in the place of molasses in all 
forms of breads, muffins and cakes, 
and makes a more delicately flavored 
product. 
It contains less acid than 


molasses, however, and so requires 
less soda when it is substituted for 
molasses in recipes which do not in- 
clude sour milk or other acid.
